The local thus avoided daily 
fines totaling $60,500, ordered 
Friday by Judge Leo Weinrott 
after he held the local, 16 of 
its officers and one member in 
contempt of court for ignoring 
a back-to-work order he issued 
last Monday. 


The fining schedule was to 
start today if the 12,000 member 
local failed to end the walkout. 


The return to work came by 
acclamation vote at a mem­ 
bership meeting at Convention 
Hall attended by 4,000 truckers.

of Michael Hessian, the local’s 
secretary-treasurer, one of the 
officers facing the fine, to end 
the walkout which hobbled the 
trucking industry and food ship­ 
ments here.

Force One” jet transport plane 
landed at Bergstrom Air Force 
Base Tex., the President flew 
70 miles or so by helicopter to 
his cottage at Lake Lyndon B. 
Johnson, formerly Granite Sho­ 
als Lake. 


He went for a spin there in 
his cabin cruiser with a small 
party of friends. The list was 
secret but Edward A. Clark, a 
T e x a s lawyer-banker whom 
Johnson 
has named as U.S. 
ambassador to Australia, can­ 
celled an engagement in Aus­ 
tin because he said he had 
some place to go that he could 
not talk about. To local folks, 
this meant the lake and John­ 
son’s boat. 


The President was 
waiting 
for reaction globally—or from 
San Francisco — to his bid Fri­ 
day for U.N. member nations 
to influence the Communists to 
join in negotiations that might 
end the war in Viet Nam.

I Ex-Postmaster Hopes No 
Don’t Judge Book 
By Its Color 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
businesslike U.S. Secret Service 
is judging former Postmaster 
General J. Edward Day’s new 
book by its cover. 


“I’d have to assume this is in 
violation of federal law,” a Se­ 
cret 
Service 
spokesman 
said 
after seeing the jacket of “My 
Appointed Round: 929 Days as 
Postmaster General.” 


The eye-catching jacket bears 
the 
reproductions of ll U.S. 
postage stamps in full color—a 
vivid red. 


The federal law prohibiting 
such color reproductions carries 
a possible criminal penalty of 15 
years in prison, a $5,000 fine, or 


both. It’s the Secret Service’s 
job to enforce this law. 


“We’ll necessarily have to do 
something about this,” the Se­ 
cret Service man — a high­ 
ranking official who asked not 
to be identified — told a report­ 
er whose query had led him to 
buy the book and study the dust 
jacket. 


The Secret Service is more in­ 
terested. for the moment, in the 
jacket of the $3.95 book, which 
is already on the counters of 
Washington bookstores although 
the official publication date is 
July 5.
